NEARLY READY TO ANNOUNCE, 


Terminal’s Reorganization, Plan Com- 

pleted. 

New York, June 14.—(Special.)}—The rate 
war will probably end among the southern 
roads, but the Central took advantage of 
the cut to make contracts for sixty days, 
and it is understood: here that they will 
continue to do so until August Ist. 

The reorganization of the Richmond Ter- 
minal is progressing very satisfactorily and 
will certainly be a _ success very soon. 
Messrs. Thomas and Ryan, together with 
Mr. Comer, of the Central, and others 
interested, are hard at work on a plan 
to reorganize the Central. The plan is 
nearly perfected and unless something un- 
expected happens the plan will be an- 
nounced in a few days on the line of an 
interview printed in The Constitution 
several days ago. The plan leaves the 
road in the hands of. the owners, gives 5 
per cent per annum to the stockholders 
of the Southwestern and settles all the 
differences between the majority and mi- 
nority stockholders. Strong men are be- 
hind the movement and there will be no 
want of funds to carry out the plan. 


$15,000,000 FIVE PER CENTS. 


The Bonds and Floating Debt of the 
Central Provided For. 

New York, June 14.—The reorganization 
plan of the Georgia Central, now about 
ready for publication, provides, it is said, 
for an issue of $15,000,000 of 5 per cent mort- 
gage bonds which will be used to take up 
the tripartite and other bonds, the floating 
debt and also to be given for a smail as- 
sessment to be levied on the stock. !’re- 
ferred stock is to ke issued to take up the 
bends and stocks which do not receive the 
new first mortgages. The Rome and Car- 
roliton road is to be dropped. Enough of 
the new firsts have been underwritten to 
retire the tripartite bonds. 


SLOWLY AGREEING. 


Southern Lines Are Getting Together 
for a Renewal of Contract. 
New York, June 14.—Promptly at 10 o’clock 
this morning the railroad officials com- 
prising the general committee of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association 

got down to business at the Waldorf. 

The action of the executive board in de- 
ciding to make no more contracts at the 
present low rates had cleared their courses 
of action considerably. 

The time thus far today has been devoted 
to considering the claims of the various 
lines as to their share of the traffic and 
the proportion of rates to be allotted them. 

It is understood that the claims of the 
Cincinnati, New Orieans and ‘exas ta- 
cific railway are so high that the company 
will have to concede several points before 
a satisfactory adjustment can be obtained. 
With the disposition of these matters it is 
thought that a general restoration of rates 
will follow. 

Commissioner E. B. Stahiman 1s san- 
guine that the best results will be achievec. 

The executive board of the Southern hall- 
way and Steamship Association practically 
finished its labors at the afternoon session, 
when the last of the numerous compiaints 
that have been made against iines for vio- 
lation of the association agreement was 
taken up and disposed of. Tne members 
expressed themselves as satisfied with the 
results thus far and say that while rates 
have not been restored to the former basis, 
the agreement to stop the making of all 
further contracts, for the present at ieast, 
argues well for the future of the organiza- 
ion. 

Tomorrow morning the annual conven- 
ticn of the association will be held, when 
the matter of making contracts for the 
new year beginning August ist will be 
brougrt up for settlement. The conven- 
tion will also elect the officers of the asso- 
ciation for the ensuing year. 

Railway Carmen’s Union. 

Chicago, Ill., Jume 14.—Members of the 
Railway Carmen’s Union elected officers 
this morning and adjourned their annual 
session.

TRUSTS IN FRANCE. 


Legislation Governing Syndicates Raises a 
Storm in the Chamber. 


THE DEPUTIES LOSE THEIR HEADS. 


Lockroy,!Who Isin the Chair, Gets 
Rattled by the Hubbub. 


A HUNDRED MEN ON THEIR FEET, 


They Yell and Shake Their Fists at the 
Presiding Officer and He Feels 
Like a Baseball Umpire. 


Paris, June 14.—The deputies discussed to- 
day proposals to attend to the laws govern- 
ing syndicates. Premier Dupuy accepted 
and spoke for the amendment proposed by 
Leon Guillemin, republican deputy from 
the Nord, but it was barely carried, the 
vote being 188.to 177. 

Jean Jaures, of the repubican union, 
taunted the government with the fickleness 
of its policy toward the syndicates. Ex- 
Premier Ribot expressed regret:that Guille- 
min’s amendment had been suddenly pro- 
duced in the chamber without any previous 
exanlination in committee. This, he said, 
was contrary to the regular procedure. 

Mr. Lockroy, who was in the president's 
chair, said that in view of the objections 
mentioned, he would use his right to refer 
the amendment to a committee. 

This announcement raised a storm of pro- 
tests from the center. Some twenty depu- 
ties were shouting and gesticulating at 
once. Comte de Bernis declared excitedly 
that the president could not nullify the 
chamber’s solemn vote; any attempt to 
do so was a great usurpation. Lockroy lost 
his presence of mind completely in the un- 
expected storm and replied that he had 
done only his plain duty, but he would, how- 
ever, let the chamber settle the matter by 
another vote. 

The tumult was renewed. Lockroy’s voice 
was drowned in shouts of advice, ridicule 
and protest. A hundred deputies crowded 
the aisles and shouted and shook their fists 
at the president. When hé could again 
make himself heard Lockroy again propos- 
ed to put to vote the demand that the 
amnendment be referred to a committee. 
Jaures, who first made the demand, then 
Withdrew it, saying that a matter of right, 
not to be determined by the chamber’s vote, 
was in question. De La Batut, republican 
from the Dordogne, fathered another de- 
mand of the same tendency. It was re- 
jected by a vote of 313 to 199.

CRISPYV'S CABINET. 


The Italian Premicr Announces It 

to the Deputies. 

Rome, June 14.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties today Premier Crispi announced that 
the former ministry would remain in office, 
with the exception that Signor Barazzuoli, 
a member of the right, would assume the 
portfolio of agriculture in the place of 
Signor Boselli, who had been appointed min- 
ister of finance. . 

The announcement was received with pro- 
longed applause. Signor Crispi then inti- 
mated that the proposal to increase the 
land tax had been abandoned and that a 
commission composed of generals would be 
appointed to study the questions of referms 
and economics in the army. These an- 
nouncements were also cheered. 

The flag over the parliament building was 
at half-mast and the chair of the presi- 
dent of the chamber was draped in black 
as a mark of respect to the memory of 
Baron Nicotera, who died yesterday. 


PANAMA NEARLY DESTROYED 


By a Conflagration—Loss Nearly Three 
Million Dollars. 

Panama, June 14.—The greatest calam- 
ity that has ever befallen this city was a 
fire which started yesterday afternoon and 
burned fiercely for nine hours before it 
was gotten under control. At 2 ocleck 
this morning the flames were sibduod, af- 
ter having destroyed over 300 suiidings in 
the most thickly populated section of tke 
eity, including the prefecture ani the ui- 
nese quarters. 

The loss of property amounts 109 hearty 
$3,000,000. The insurance is estitna’ed .at 
only ‘about $600,000, 

One-third of the area of the ctiy is de- 
vastated and 5,000 persons are ren lered 
homeless. The fire burned nearly every 
building on Lastablas, Juan Ponce, Lasta- 
mas, Salisfudes and Espanadas strets. The 
city market was saved. 


Removed from Their Commands. 

Tangier, June 14.—By order. of the new 
sultan the chiefs and princes of the army 
who have expressed themselves as opposed 
to the succession of Abdul Aziz have been 
removed: from their commands. Some of 
them have been assigned to stations in the 
interior and some have been imprisoned. 
The iate sultan provided in his will for a 
regency council during the minority of his 
son, Abdul Aziz. 


The French Will Follow. 

Paris, June 14.—It is stated on official au- 
thority that if the British squadron at Malta 
is ordered to proceed to Gibraltar, the 
French fieet at Toulon will immediately fol- 
low. The Gaulois says that the Russian 
Mediterranean fleet will at once proceed to 
Algiers. 


A.New Bishop. 

Cork, June 14.—The pope has appointed 
Monsignor Browne to be bishop of the dio- 
cese of Cloyne, (Queenstown). The appoint- 
ment has greatly incensed the nationalist 
party who are furious at the rejection of 
Canon Kenler, who was imprisoned for re- 
fusing to disclose the secrets of the plan of 
campaign. 


The Plague in China. 

Hong-Kong, June 14.—Thousands of pla- 
cards are posted in the streets of Canton 
giving notice that if the governor of Hong+ 
Kong carries out his expressed intention of 
destroying the Chinese quarter in that city 
the British settlement in Canton will be 
burned. The health authorities reported 
eighty-two deaths from the plague today. 


Thirty Were Drowned. 
Dublin, June 14.—A boat containing eighty 
harvesters, crossing from Achill, Ireland, 
to Westport, county Mayo, was capsized 
this morning and thirty of its occupants 
were drowned. 


Ran Away with the Money. 

New York, June 14.—Benjamin C. Peters, 
assistant treasurer of the New Central Coal 
Company, of Maryland, whose principal 
offices are at No: 1 Broadway, has decamp- 
ed with nearly $6,000 of the company’s mon- 
ey.

WIMAN’S BYIL DOING. 


Tricks That He Practiced Are Exposed on 
His Trial. 


QUITE A CLEVER SCHEMER HE WAS. 


Fora Long Time He Succeeded in 
Hiding His Crooked Methods. 


HE HELD OUT FUNDS OF THE FIRM: 


Wot Until the End of the Year Would 
He Makea Showing ofa Statement. 
Bad Outlook for Him. 


+,New York, June 14.—The testimony is all 
in in the trial of Erastus Wiman for 
forgery of the endorsement upon two 
checks given by R. G. Dun & Co. to clients, 
which were used by Wiman. In the course 
of his statement Wiman said that the rea- 
son he’ had signed E. W. Bullinger’s name 
upon one’ of the checks he is accused of 
forging, was that Bullinger was in the habit 
of lending him money, Bullinger denied 
this assertion, and said he had loaned 
Wiman money only once, and then upon 
eall, and he had never authorized Wiman 
to use his name. 

Wiman was put through a “searching 
cross-examination concerning a number of 
transactions of which the following is an 
example. On one occasion Wiman wrote 
to the head of the Philadelphia branch 
office, Mr. Scranton, that the firm was very 
much in need of money as they had a big 
paper bill to pay, and asked him if he 
could conveniently make any collections 
to send the money in at once. This letter 
was followed the next day by a telegram, 
in which Wiman stated that Mr. Dun had 
unexpectedly drawn $20,000 and that they 
must have some money at once. Mr. Scran- 
ton sent $10,000. Wiman wrote acknowl- 
edging the receipt of the money, but did 
not have the letter copied, so that there 
was no record of the transaction in the 
office. The money he converted to his own 
use. It was not until the end of the year, 
although this transaction was in March, 
that an entry of the receipt was made on 
the books of R. G. Dun & Co. Then it was 
made with other transactions of similar 
nature. The sums of money taken dif- 
fered, but the method was the same in 
each instance. 

Upon Wiman’s redirect examination 
under .the leading of his counsel, General 
Tracey, Wiman said that all the letters 
which the people had put in as evidence, 
had been written ,in the strictest confi- 
dénce. He thought it was a breach of trust 
& make them public. 

»~At this point Justice ‘Ingraham inter- 

rupted and said that he should instruct 
the jury that it would have been a crime 
for Mr. Dun to have concealed any evi- 
dence of crime that he might have in his 
possession, and that he had merely done his 
duty as a citizen in making the contents of 
the letter public. 

The case-will be resumed at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. Justice Ingraham has 
limited each side to one hour and a half 
for summing up. Assistant District At- 
torney Wellman said that he would not 
take half so long, and General Tracey said 
that he thought he could get through in 
that time. 


ANARCHY IN ALABAMA, 


Railroads Call on the United States 
Authorities for Protection. 
Birmingham, Ala., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Deeds of lawlessness are xept up and 
depredations are still being committeed by 
bands of lurking strikers. The shadow of 
anarchy still hangs over the state and not 
only property, but life, is in danger. Bridge 

burning is still kept up. 

Last night a mob of armed strikers went 
to a bridge upon the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad and made an attempt to burn 
it. They were discovered by guards and 
driven away. The band left and hurried 
down the track about three hundred yards, 
where they saturated another bridge and 
set it on fire. About three miles from this 
place an attempt was made to blow up 
a large bridge with dynamite. 

Today, upon request from the Georgia 
Pacific’s attorney. Judge Bruce issued an 
order instructimg the United States marshal 
to protect the property of the road at all 
hazards. The road is now under the pro- 
tection of the United States government 
and if necessary government troops wi!l be 
called into service. The entire district is 
in an alarming condition and the outlook 
is even worse than ever.

The Georgetown Times reports a hideous 
tragedy which is said to have occurred two 
days ago on Black river, eleven miles trom 
the city of Georgetown. The facts as Sta- 
ted are that the house was set on fire Dy 
some unknown person and that Mrs. Vrake 
was burnt along with it. 

This is the veritable ‘‘dark corner’ of the 
county and a great many barns and stores 
have been destroyed by fire since the war. 
This section is thickly populated with col- 
ored people and the ever-ready torch'is ap- 
plied for every insult to get revenge. NO 
one knows the truth, and it is doubtful !r 
it ever will be known. Great crowds have 
gone to the scene of the disaster and 
trouble is feared. 


LARGE FIRE IN NEW YORK. 


Several Establishments Burned Out. 
No Lives Lost. 

New York, June 14.—A fierce fire started 
shortly before 8 o’clock this morning in the 
“paper” district, at Duane and itlm streets, 
and spread rapidly. The flames were not 
under control until the buildings were com- 
pletely gutted. No one was injured, but 
several girls were carried out in @ fainting 
condition. The entire loss by the fire is 
$250,000. 

The fire started in Lachman’s wine place 
on the ground floor of Nos. 22 and 74 lm 
street. The building is an annex of a Six- 
story building which extends from Nos. 6 
and 67 Duane street through to Pearl street. 
Nearly all the occupants were engaged i 
the paper and stationery business. ‘Ihe 
flames spread into Vernon Pros, place and 
thence to the upper ficors and to the build- 
inz on Pearl street. In the Pearl street 
building several hundred girls were em- 
ploved, but they were all hurried down to 
the street without mishap.

SOUTHERN COTTON. 


Senator Chandler Makes a Plea for the 
Manufacturers Down Here, 


HE POINTS T0 OUR RAPID GROWTA 


Georgia and Her Neighboring States 
Have Outstripped the North. 


NEW ENGLAND NEEDS PROTECTION. 


Without It, Her Industries Would Prob 
ably Die Bejorethe Starp Competi- 
tion from States in this Section. 


Washington, June 14.—(Special.)—Senator 
Chandler’s speech on the tariff was the 
feature of the proceedings today. Senators 
Harris and Higgins had some fireworks at 
the start. 

Mr. Higgins was followed by Mr. Chan- 
dler in a speech on the question of duties 
on woolen and cotton manufactured goods, 
He regarded the schedule fixing duties on 
manufactures of cotton as judiciously made, 
in form, although he feared that those du- 
ties would not be found sufficiently pro- 
tective on the higher grades of cotton goods 
made at the north. They were high 
enough, however, on the lower grades of 
cotton made at the south. As to the wool 
question, he declared that the manufact- 
urers of woolen goods were not only will- 
ing but anxious to have sufficient duties 
on wool to protect the flocks of sheep in 
the United States. They believe in pro- 
tection to the farmer as well as the mane 
ufacturer, and are disposed to resist any at- 
tempt to induce them to lend a hand in 
the tearing down of the whole system of 
protection. 

Senator Chandler’s Speech. 

In that part of his speech devoted to the 
schedule of cotton manufacturers, Senator 
Chandler said: 

“If the bill becomes a law time will tell 
whether or not the manufacture of the 
highest grade of-cotton goods can survive 
the reductions of duties made by the pend- 
ing bill. I shall wait the result hopefully, 
but with many apprehensions. Any re 
duction in existing rates is unnecessary and 
uncalled for by any sound public considera- 
tion. j 

“There are many reasons of wise public 
policy for the protection and development 
of the manufacture of cotton cloths in the 
southern states. The south needs diversified 
industries to promote. that growth to 
which her natural resources entitle her to 
attain. The condition of that section at the 
close of the war was indeed lamentable. 
All values had been destroyed and nearly 
all the property itself had been destroyed. 
The agricultural lands indeed necessarily 
remained but they were unfenced, unfer- 
tilized, uncultivated, and of little or no 
money value. Few buildings were in ex« 
istence except dwelling houses, and those 
were dilapidated. Horses and cattle were 
scarce and tangible personal property had 
almost disappeared. The railroads wer¢ 
nearly worthless, with bridges gone, rails 
worn out and rotting stock shabby and 
insufficient. Four million of slaves wh« 
had been rated and valued as property had 
become free. Whatever value there may 
have been in these slaves—and it was nomi- 
nally a vast amount—had been lost by their 
owners. The banks and corporations had 
become insolvent. The value of all the 
credits or choses in action which survive 
the war was insignificant. The paper 
money of the whole south was good for 
nothing and of gold and silver they had 
none 

‘Surely never was a brave race, after 
a devastating and unsuccessful war, which 
brought myriads of the strongest and most 
stalwart men to bloody death and forced 
grief and despondency into every house- 
hold left in a more pitiable condition than 
were the people of the south at the close 
of the war of the rebellion in 1865. 

Quick to Recuperate. 

“But the recuperation of the southern 
states during the twenty-nine years since 
they found themselves in such sorrowful 
case has, on the whole, been rapid. The 
growth of cotton on its sale at the north 
and in Europe has brought much money té 
that section. The former slaves have la- 
bored intelligently and with assiduity and 
have accumulated property for themselves 
and their employers. In addition to pros- 
perous agriculture the vast mineral re- 
sources are being developed. Above all 
manufacturing, which before 1861 was in- 
considerable, has become an industry of 
vast importarce. The “New South,” so 
graphically dercribed by the accomplished 
scholar and veteran editor, the junior senae 
tor from Georgia (Mr. Walsh) has become 
a hopeful reality. Newer, higher and bet- 
ter prosperity has come to the land once 
depressed by the existence of slavery and 
all the concomitant evils which surround it 
and follow in its course. 

“In this new south the development of 
the coal and iron industries is perhaps the 
most marvelous. But the erection of cote 
ton mills, giving profitable manufactures of 
cotton, is a striking evidence of the change 
which the new order of things has brought 
to the southern country. During a recent 
trip to Asheville, N. C., I passed through 
one section of that state which was fairly 
filled with cotton mills and in busy mo 
tion.”’ 

Growth of Cotton Manufacturing. 

Mr. Chandler quoted from the bulletin 
of the eleventh census relating to cotton 
manufactures to show the wonderful 
growth of the south, particularly in Geor- 
gia, North and South Carolina, in the 
manufacture of cotton in the decade from 
1880 to 1890. Relatively the growth in the 
south was much greater than in any other 
section of the country. In capital the total] 
increase for the country was 70 per cent. 
New England, which had much the largest 
part of the capital, only increased 55 per 
cent. The middle states, which stood next 
in capital, increased 66 per cent. The west- 
ern states advanced 71 per cent; but the 
southern states advanced 209 per cent. New 
Hampshire increased its capital only 4M 
per cent, while Georgia increased hers 175, 
North Carolina 277 and South Carolina 
per cent. In the number of operatives thi 
increase in New Hompshire was 18.20, is 
Georgia 66.4, in North Carolina 161.580 ané 
in South Carolina 299 per cent. 

The ratio of increase was even greate 
in the south than elsewhere, in the items of 
amount of cotton used, amount paid for 
cotton, value of total product, Value of proe 
duct per capita and total amount paid is 
wages. In the item of average wages pe? 
capita the increase in the south was less 
than in any other section, comparing the 
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extract from The Washington Post, of June 
11, 1894, cvtedited to The Atlanta Constitution, 

It is as follows: 
Quoting Good Authority. 

***all through the dull season of the pres- 
ent financial depression, the southern cotton 
mills have been running on full time and 
yielding bigger dividends than those of their 
northern competitors. The D. A. Tompkins 
Company's mill, at Charlotte, which was 
mentioned as a notable example in these col- 
umns a few days ago, is so crowded with or- 
’ ders for its une numbers that it has to run 
night and day. The cotton mill is destined 
to be the most powerful factor of southern 
prosperity in the future. When we manu- 
facture our leading staple and sell the pro- 
duct of our milis to home and foreign mar- 
kets, this wil be the richest region on the 
globe.’ 

“The senators who represent states in 
which these prosperous manufactories are 
situated, should remember that there are 
other -sections where the mills are silent, 
the workmen idle, their families distitute 
and gloom and sadness prevail.”’ 

Lodge on Free Wool. 

Mr. Lodge made an argument against 
placing wool on the free list. He wel- 
comed the appearance of the cotton textile 
schedule as the forerunner in legislation 
of that which would overspread the whole 
south, and he believed that ten years hence 
there would be no more chance of getting 
a free trade vote in Georgia than in Penn- 
syivania or Massachusetts. 

Mr, Teller also opposed the placing of 
Wool on the free list. 

Mr. Hoar described the offer of free 
‘wool to the woolen manufacturers of New 
England as the apple of Sodom to their lips, 
Dut which they resented and scorned. 

Mr. Power, republican, of Montana, ar- 
@ued against putting wool on the free list, 
a@nd suggested that there should be a di- 
vision of the duties between the manufact- 
urer and the wool grower. On being re- 
quested by Mr. Vest to particularize and to 
Buggest what the division ought to be, Mr. 
Power said that 20 per cent protection 
might be taken off woolen manufactures 
and put on raw wool. 

“I want to know,” Mr. Vest remarked, 
“what the proposition was.’’ 

“I would be willing,’ Mr, Power said, 
“to take 5 cents a pound on wool, or I 
would be willing to take 40 per cent ad val- 
orem.” 

Mr. Frye, to Mr. Power—Taking it off 
the woolen manufacturer? 

Mr. Power-—I want justice done to the 
farmer, but I do not want to take a dollar 
from the manufacturer. I would rather 
vote to increase his duties; but I do want 
justice done to the farmers. 

Mr. Frye—If the senator should succeed 
fn killing the woolen manufactures of the 
country, he would have a very small mar- 
ket for his wool. 

Mr. Power—I understand the two inter- 
ests to be identical; but I do ask for fair 
play. 

Platt and Higgins, 

Mr. Platt made another argument against 
free wool, and closed his remarks by char- 
acterizing the tariff bill as the most inde- 
fensible, the most inexcusable and the most 
vicious legislation to the country, and to 
all the peonie of the country. “I despise 
it in my heart!’ he exclaimed, ‘‘and I de- 
mounce it With all the energy I am capa- 
bie of.”’ 

Mr. Higgins, of Delaware, took the floor 
to oppose free wool. He had been speak- 
ing for over two hours, and had entirely 
lost sight of the tariff and of free wool, 
but had discoursed upon the Canadian ques- 
tion, the Hawalian question, the steamship 
line between Vancouver and China, the 
emugegling of Chinamen over the Canadian 
border into the Uuited States, and vari- 
ous other matters, when he incidentally 
referred to the United States civil war 
Just then Mr. Harris, who had evidently 
been an unwilling listener, broke out with 
this question: “And what answer did the 
senator from Delaware give when that is- 
sue of war was presented, a good many 
years ago?’ 

“IT gave the same answer that I gives 
how,” was the reply. 

Mr. Hoar, who had been listening, broke 
in with an inquniry as to what the question 
Was. 

Some War Talk. 

“The senator from Delaware,’”’ Mr. Har- 
ris said, ‘“‘was suggesting that this bill was 
an issue of war between the sections. He 
had departed from the wool schedule and 
from the tarifl bill and was discussing the 
issues of 1861; and I was a little curious 
to know what he did then.”

The Wrangle Over Senator Vance’s

Raleigh, N. C., June 14.—(Special.)—Dr.

Schedule. 

Washington, June 14.—In the morning half 
hour in the senate a senate bill was passed 
authorizing the secretary of agriculture to 
establish five silk experiment stations, one 
each in different sections of the country, 
with the view of developing silk culture 
throughout the United States. Such silk 
culture stations shall be a part of the sev- 
eral experiment statiqns in the states in 
which they may be located. The work at 
each station shall be conducted under 
the supervision of the director of such 
stations, who is to carry on such work un- 
der rules and regulations to be prescribed 
by the secretary of agriculture. The bill 
appropriates $5,000 annually to each of the 
stations for silk culture which shall be es- 
tablished under the provisions of the act. 

The tariff bill was taken up at 10:30 
o’clock a. m., the first paragraph in the 
wool schedule being the one under consid- 
eration.

The Silent Vote and the Ballots of the 


Shop Men Were Cast for W. Y. 
Atkinson Aftor Noon.

Macon, Ga., June 14.--(Special.)—Atkinson 
earried Bibb today. Nearly 3,000 votes 
were cast, and Atkinson’s majority is 633. 
The consolidation will not be made until 
tomorrow, and the total votes cast for 


the various candidates, statehouse officers, 


etc.. cannot be fully estimated tonight. 

Atkinson carried every precinct in the 
city, and lost only two in the entire coun- 
ty, and these by very slender majorities. 
Hazard district in the country gave Eyvy- 
ans 2 majority and Godfrey district gave 
him 27 majority in a vote of 300. The: re- 
mainder of the precincts were carried by 
Atkinson by the following majorities: City 
pall. 241; courthouse, 75; East Macon, 90; 
Findlay foundry, 184; Howard, 26; Warrior, 
#; Rutland, 27. Atkinson’s majority at the 
city precincts was 590 and 43 at the county 
precincts, making a total of 633 in the en- 
tire county. 

At noon today it seemed that’ Evans 
would carry the county by at least 2” ma- 
jority, but the Atkinson men rallied un- 
der fine generalship. From 1 o'clock 
until 6 this afternoon the battle waged hot- 
test. 

The polis opened at 7 o’clock this morning 
and di not close until 6 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. 

At 1 o’clock p. m. what fs known as 
“the silent vote.’"’ composed of the men 
of the town, who make no hurrah, but 
go quietly to the polls and deposit their 
ballots, commenced to be cas.t for Atkinson, 
and immediately the tide began to turn in 
his favor. This vote was supplemented by 
the labor vote, which began to pour out 
of the foundries, railroad and other shops, 
and the battle was won for Atkinson. 

The main voting of tne day was at the 
courthouse and city hall. At the former 
81 votes were cast and at the latter 815 
were cast. It was at the courthouse pre- 
cinct that-the Evans men rested their chief 
hope. 

A more excitirg race has not been run in 
Ribb county in twelve years. The contest 
has also excite great interest throughout 
the state. The city has been flooded with 
telegrams from all parts of Georgia in- 
quirii.g about the result. 

The gréat demonstration made by speak- 
ers here in the past few days in the in- 
terest of Evans was phenomenal. Clifford 
Anderson, PDupont Guerry, Washington Des- 
sau, W. A. Huff, C. A. Turner and other 
eloquent ahd impassioned speakers took the 
stump, and, for days and nights, stormed 
the city. 

The Atkinsonians are wild tonight. They 
have taken charge of the town, and have 
been parading the streets with brass bands 
and torchlight processions, until after, the 
midnight hour. The enthusiasm is in- 
tense and the demonstration immense. Or- 
atory and fireworks, martial music and re- 
joiciny fill the air.

The Question of the Governorship. 


There is far more involved in the pending 

Campaign than the personal advancement 
of General Evans or Mr. Atkinson. If it 
were but a selfish scramble for spoils, we 
might turn away from its consideration in 
utter disgust. Principles of far greater 
value than the political fortunes of any 
aspirant for place or preferment. Indeed, 
it little concerns the sovereign people who 
shall dispense the executive patronage of 
the state government for the next two 
years... But they are deeply concerned in 
important questions that underlie the con- 
test. ‘ 
Looked at from this standpoint, the de- 
feat of General Evans involves questions, 
the full meaning of which has not come 
to the surface Let it be remembered in the 
very outset of our discussion that his pres- 
ent candidacy was demanded by the peo- 
ple of the state, with a unanimity without 
parallel in the history of Georgia. It can- 
not be justly said that it was the result 
of his personal seeking; still less was it 
the work of an Atlanta ring, but it came 
in unmistakable tones from Dade to Cam- 
den and from the hills of Habersham to 
the plains of Sumter. For nearly thirty 
years he had pursued the even tenor of his 
way, without an allusion to his distinguish- 
ed services in behalf of the confederate 
cause, Coming out of the struggles, wreck- 
ed in fortune, sorely shattered in health 
by wounds and physical hardships, he 
asked no reward of his country except the 
privilege of preaching the gospel to his 
fellow citizens, for a small stipend, that 
barely kept the wolf from his door. 

After years of hard service in the minis- 
try, during which he suffered greatly from 
the terrible wound he received while lead- 
ing his brigade in the battle of Monocacy, 
that shut him up for months in the hospital 
at Richmond, he thought it best to retire 
from regular work in the ministry. 

Afterwards, in response to what seemed 
a very general request, he announced his 
candidacy for the governorship. I speak 
for myself only when I say that if he had 
foreseen the “opposition that has since 
developed, he would have remained in re- 
tirement. 

Back of this candidacy of General Evans, 
there lies a sentiment too sacred to be 
trifled with by the average ward politician. 
The sentiment goes to the very bottom of 
our state pride, and it would be discredit- 
able to us should we recklessly set aside 
an old soldier of splendid character and 
endowments, to make room for a younger 
competitor, whose claims to the office are 
vastly inferior to his. Venice was twice 
saved from destruction by her greatest 
admiral, who, when in poverty and blind- 
ness, begged a pittance through her mar- 
ket places. In the face of such a fact, 
who marvels at the ‘‘Dogeless City’s van- 
ished sway?’’—once the center of the vast 
commerce of the east, it has fallen to a 
third-rate maratime city. 

Twenty years hence, when the bitterness 
of seetional strife is obliterated, the war 
period will be reckoned the heroic age of 
the south. The men who fought its bat- 
tles will yet gild the pages of its history; 
will be ranked above the scurvy politi- 
cal demagogues of these degenerate days. 

Men like Evans, who have borne the 
brunt of the fight, will be honored as they 
deserve. But back of General Evans’s can- 
didacy there lies another element of dis- 
cord, which Mr. Atkinson and his follow- 
ing have not been slow to emphasize. They 
lay hold of each opportunity to array the 
country against the towns, especially At- 
lanta. This scheme has been worked with 
zreat enthusiasm in the smaller wire-grass 
counties, whose voting population, when 
consolidated, would not equal one-half the 
voting population of Savannah, Augusta, 
much Atlanta. 

Twenty-two of his delegates already 
chosen represent less than 2,500 voters. 

Another sentiment no less pertinent to 
the question in hand, is the right of ma- 
jority rule. It has been clearly demon- 
strated at the ballot box, that General 
Evans is by much odds the choice of the 
soverign people ef Georgia. In only a few 
instances has Mr. Atkinson secured a ma- 
jority of respectable size. They have 
ranged from two to forty, while General 
Evans’s majorities have ranged from fifty 
to five hundred, and in a few cases have 
either been unanimous or have gone up to 
a thousand or more. An analysis of the 
popular vote would show that, while at 
this present writing Mr. Atkinson leads 
his opponent by thirty delegates, General 
Evans has in the aggregate more than 
tripled his popular vote, showing that 
he is, beyond all dispute, the people’s 
favorite. 

To go into details, twelve of these wire- 
grass counties have chosen twenty-four 
Atkinson delegates, who did not cast as 
many ballots for Atkinson as did the sin- 
ele county of Fulton for General Evans. 
To this it may be replied that such is 
the law of the case, which we are not 
disposed to question. This fact ought to 
silence the clamor of Mr. Atkinson’s friends 
about his comparative popularity. These 
small counties are in the same category 
with the old Sarum of English history 
before the days of parliamentary reform. 
How long such inequality of representation 
will be tolerated remains to be seen. 

Another issue involved in the present con- 
test is one of political ethics. We would 
not hold Mr. Atkinson personally responsi- 


less 


ble for every indiscretion or graver offence 


of which his friends have been guilty in the 
anxiety to secure control of the patronage 
of the state government. But the outrages 
in Baldwin, Fannin, Coffee and in Oconee, 
while exceptional in their enormity, are 
not the only instances in which the meth- 
ods of the old republican returning boards 
have been restored to secure a county 
delegation. Nothing of this uncleanness 
has been alleged against the friends of 
General Evans. Without an exception, the 
Evans majorities have been fairly obtain- 
ed. Possibly, if they had ever had the con- 
trol of the county machinery, they might, 
at some time,!have yielded to similar temp- 
tations, but Mr. Atkinson and his hench- 
men had so organized the counties that the 
Evans men have been placed at a serious 
jisadv e. 
wae cuore our countrymen to weigh these 
matters impartially. The contest ¥ ill be 
close, but we predict that weneral Evans 
will secure a triumph worthy of his incor- 
character.

AN OUTRAGE TO CITIZENSHIP. 


United State Deputy Marshals Arrest 
a Man Known to Be Innocent. 
Augusta,: Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—Last 
Friday two deputy United States mar- 
shals arrested Mr. A. N. Chance, of 
Bmanuel county, for running an illicit 
distillery and brought him from his home 
to Augusta, upon the testimony of a negro 
witness, who swore that, two years ago, 
he saw an old ivon pot with a worm in it 
running into a barrel in a thick woods 

about 250 yards from Chance’s house. 

He did not know whether it was on 
Chance’s land or not. There was no fire 
under the pot, just some old charcoals. A 
few days afterwards the negro, while go- 
ing through the woods, Said he saw Mr. 
Chance about twenty-five yards from the 
pot. 

Upon that statement Mr. Chance was ar- 
rested. Yesterday an old negro woman 
was brought to Augusta to corroborate 
the negro man, and she testified that the 
marshals came to her house last Wednes- 
day and told her that Chance had prose- 
cuted her and her son for distilling, and 
the only way she could get them out was 
by her swearing that Chance ran a still. 

She says she declined to do so, because 
she would be telling a lie, as she had never 
heard of Chance running a still, and her 
husband testified to the same thing. 

The arrest of Chance has been charac- 
terized by a gentleman as a violent, un- 
called for, false imprisonment. 

Judge Speer will be asked to probe this 
matter to the very bottom. United States 
Commissioner Calvin has discharged Mr. 
Chance from custody.

A Remarkable Declaration. 

The Savannah Press, commenting on 
the Fulton county mass meeting, makes 
the following statement in its editorial 
columns—a statement to which we de- 
sire to direct the careful attention of 
the democratic voters of Georgia: 

Resolutions endorsing the Chicago plat- 
form, and calling on the president to carry 
out those pledges were adopted. This is 
an administration defeat at the capital. 

We question if a more remarkable 
statement was ever seriously made ina 
democratic newspaper, and it is made 
more remarkable still by the further 
declaration of The Press: “But the 
state will not endorse these resolutions.”

The Eleventh Congressional District. 

We print herewith a communication 
from a correspondent in Brunswick in 
regard to the clap-trap resolutions about 
The Constitution that were manipulated 
through a few so-called mass meetings 
in a few of the counties of the eleventh 
congressional district:

Testing the State Bank Tax. 

When a correspondent suggested in

The decision was a war decision, uphold- 
ing a war measure, considered at the time 
it was adopted indispensable to a success- 
ful prosecution of the war. Even then it 
was made by a divided court, two of its 
most distingvished members protesting 
against it most earnestly. 

The doctrine of the decision is 
opposed to the spirit and theory of our 
government, and no constitutional lawyer

who has the slightest regard for his repu- 
tation as a constitutional lawyer will at- 
tempt to defend it as being consistent with 
the constitution. Any such lawyer when ask- 
e.l the ground upon which the act can be 
de fended points to the war decision of the 
suj?reme court as authority for it, and 
res.\S his defense at that point. 

It would be a very simple and easy mat- 
ter ‘to get the question again before the 
supre Me court in the way suggested by the 
corres pondent of The Atlanta Constitution. 
We have had some experience in such maét- 
ters aiid if the state of Georgia would 
back the movement to make sure that it 
would b* undertaken, there is no doubt the 
question could be pending on the docket of 
the supre'me court when it meets in Octo- 
ber, so that it could be decided immediate- 
ly after’ the court meets again. We feel 
sure its ti‘eatment now would be very dif- 
ferent in that tribunal from what it re- 
ceived wheau the passions of war ruled there 
as well as everywhere else in the north. 
It is to be recollected that there are now 
four democi‘ats in the supregme court, which 
consists of nine judges, aid it is fair to 
presume that there is certainly one republi- 
can of sense amongst the other five judges. 

It strikes us that The Times is on the 
right line. 

Some corporation should get a char- 
ter for a state bank of issue, and then 
go up to the supreme court on a case 
properly made If only a few small 
notes were issued the tax would be a 
mere trifle in the event of an unfavora- 
ble decision. It is a matter of great 
importance,’ and it is to be hoped that 
something will soon oceur that will 
eause the old war decision against state 
banks to be reversed.

A Call for Standing Armies. 

A New York newspaper, which has 
been untiring in its efforts to crush la- 
bor and its products by establishing the 
gold standard, now argues that each 
state should have a standing army in 
the shape of a state police “for the 
preservation of order and the protec- 
tion of prosperity.” . 

This is a hint of the conditions that 
will follow the wvew financial policy of 
our money kings. if the gold standard 
is to become a fixtire. 

A quarter of a century ago, when we 
had a large volume of currency and the 
masses were prosperous and contented, 
there was no demand for standing ar- 
mies. The sheriffs. and their posses, 
and the police of the cities and towns 
were able to meet ally emergency. 

But the distress ‘brought upon the 
people by the policy of contraction: has 
reduced millions of toilers from com- 
fort and contentment almost to. the 
European level of poverty and misery, 
and it is natural that there should be 
loud complaints and emphatic protests 
from the victims. . 

The policy of force is no remedy for 
our present evils. Jiustice is the only 
cure. With a just fimancial system and 
just taxation there will be no need for 
standing armies. The way to make this 
a peaceful and happy country is not to 
send soldiers with Winchester rifles 
marching through the land. That 
method would only create disorder. The 
wiser, better plan would be to return to 
the financial system under which there 
was so much general prosperity that 
people were too busy and too happy to 
be tempted into strife and anarchy. 


Silver’s Friends and Enemies. 

The casual observer who surveys the 
silver situation cannot fail to be sur- 
prised at the great number of alleged 
bimetallists in this and other countries, 
and in view of their apparent numerical 
strength it seems unaccountable that 
they should be in such an utterly help- 
less condition. 

In the United States every political 
party has committed itself to bimetal- 
lism—to the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country. 
Yet, whenever there is any legislation 
touching silver it tends to further crip- 
ple it and demonetize it. When there is 
any effort to remonetize it the move- 
ment is denounced as a scheme to force 
a 50-cent dollar on the people in place 
of a sound dollar worth 100 cents; some 
of the alleged bimetallists begin to hedge 
and dodge; political parties split on the 
issue, with the exception of the repub- 
licans; the bill is killed, and then there 
is great rejoicing in the money centers. 

When the time approaches for the 
elections political conventions assem- 
ble, and silver is eulogized and bimetal 
lism is endorsed, as was the case in the 
MeKinley convention in Ohio, the other 
day. The silver plank in the Ohio 
republican platform sounds like 2 
quotation from Stewart, of Ne- 
vada, or Teller, of Colorado. And 
yet Ohio is the home of the

republican leader whose party~ has done 
more than any other thing to bring 
about the demonetization of silver. 

There is very little in some of the per- 
functory expressions in favor of bi- 
metallism. The men who: make them 
claim to be working for an international 
agreement to restore silver to its place 
as standard money, and as this ‘is a 
very desirable thing they in many in- 
stances are regarded as the true friends 
of silver. The fact is, however, that 
most of these advocates of international 
bimetallism favor that’ plan because 
they do not believe that it will material- 
ize for a long time to come. They are 
among the loudest champions of silver 
because they believe that when they 
stick to the condition that bimetallism 
must be an international affair they are 
postponing the day of free silver. The 
international conferences held from 
time to time to discuss bimetallism nev- 
er come to any definite agreement. Only 
the other day the Berlin commission 
adjourned without making any recom- 
mendation, and Congressman Bryan, 
of Nebraska, criticised it to the point 
when he sa‘d: 

As long as we wait for Germany and Png- 
land, nothing will be done towards restoring 
silver, but as soon as we recognize that the 
interests of our people are too-important to 


be submitted to the wishes of foreign 
countries, and act ourselves, the sooner 


will silver be restored to its former place 
on equality with gold, and the sooner will 
prosperity return to our industries. 

The genuine friends of silver will 
agree with Mr. Bryan. In this matter 
America must act independently for her- 
self, lead the way, and let other coun- 
tries follow. This is the sentiment of 
the democrats of Georgia. Both of our 
gubernatorial candidates hold this view. 
Mr. Atkinson believes in it so strongly 
that he has repeatedly endorsed it on 
the stump during the past two months, 
Commenting on an interview with Gen- 
eral Evans, published last fall, Mr. At- 
kinson said only a few days ago: 

He (General Evans) is in favor of every- 
thing. that is lovely. He talks about gold 
and silver and he rolls them under his 
tongue as a sweet morsel; but nowhere, 
my countrymen, nowhere in this interview 
does he declare in favor of the free and un- 
limited coinage of gold or of silver. No- 
where in this interview does he say that he 
is in favor of Americans taking care of 
Americans, and that he is in favor of Amer- 
ica taking hold of these questions and look- 
ing after the interests of her own people, 
independent of the course pursued by. the 
old world. He did not declare for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. 

This is, of course, unjust to General 
Evans, who goes as far as the most ad- 
vanced friends of free silver, but it will 
interest our readers because it shows 
what they already know, that Mr. At- 
kinson, too, is for the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver by this country, 
independent of the action of Europe. 
This is the Georgia test of bimetallism, 
and the silver advocate who is waiting 
on England and Germany cuts no figure 
down here, where the democratic masses 
stand squarely’on the silver plank of the 
Chicago platform. The so-called bimet- 
allist who‘looks to Europe to restore sil- 
ver is willing to do Europe's. bidding, 
even to the extent of standing by gold 
monometallism. 


The platform is the bed-rock of demo- 
cratic harmony. On that, all democrats 
can unite and agree to disagree on minor 


matters of policy.

Patrolman Barrett Shot by the Man Who 
Caused His Suspension, ° 


A TERRIBLE WOUND IN THE FACE. 


Two Stories Are Told About the 
Shooting. 


BARRETT COULD NOT GET HIS GUN 


Or There Would Have Been Another 
Injured Man—Barrett’s Statement. 
Lacewell Ssys Sel.-Defense. 


The suspension of Policeman T. A. Bar- 
rett night before last was the first act in 
a tragedy. 

Grocery Clerk John Lacewell told the 
story that caused the suspension, and yes- 
terday he carried a gun to back up his 
story. He emptied it at Barrett yesterday 
afternoon, one shot out of five hitting the 
policeman. 

The shooting occurred on the corner of 
Broad and Marietta streets, just before 4 
o'clock, yesterday afternoon. The shots 
were heard by a couple of hundred people, 
and the shooting was witnessed by a half 
hundred people. Less than five people who 
looked on knew what had occurred im- 
mediately. preceding the shooting. 

What the people on the street saw was 
a powerfully built young man firing at 
Barrett, who staggered under the shots, 
and was trying to get out his revolver. When 
the shooting ceased, the young man fied 
across the street and ran into the arms 
of Policeman Burks, almost in front of 
Folsom’s restaurant. Barrett was follow- 
ing, his pistol in hand. Suddenlv he 
stopped in the middle of the street, reeled 
and nearly fell over, blood pouring from 
his mouth, 

The shooting was the direct outcome of 
Lacewell’s statement to Chief Cuonnolly, 
which statement caused Officer Barrett to 
be suspended from duty, Lacewell claims 
that Barrett threatened him, and he shot 
him in self-defense. 

Yesterday’s Constitution told the story 
of Barrett’s suspension. Wednesday morn- 
ing, about 10 o’clock, he went off duty. 
Acting Captain Slaughter says he was un- 
der the impression that Officer Barrett 
was on duty, and Acting Sergeant Hamil- 
ton, who knew that Barrett was off, says 
that he believed that he had permission 
from Chief Connolly. 

About 3 o’clock Wednesday afternoon, 
John Lacewell carried tidings of Officer 
Barrett to police headquarters. Lacewell is 
a heavily built young fellow, twenty-two 
years old, healthy, muscular and strong. 
He was wrought up, and said that he had 
been discharged. te had been in the em- 
ploy of Mr. Karwisch, the Marietta s@eet 
grocer, and in connection with the story 
of his discharge he told about Officer 
Barrett. 

He said that Officer Barrett had been 
at the store for several hours, and had 
been sending out for beer and drinking it 
in the store. He said that the officer and 
others in the store became very hilarious, 
and attracted the attention of passers-by. 
Chief Connolly had this story looked into 
at once, but could find but little beyond 
Laaewell’s statement to corroborate it. 
Officer Barrett stated to the chief that he 
had drank three glasses of beer in the 
store. 

It did develop, however, that no officer 
could be found who had given Officer Bar- 
rett permission to go off duty, and the 
chief suspended him from duty for investi- 
gation by the board. 

Patrolman Barrett denied lLacewell’s 
Statement in its entirety, and said that he 
understood Sergeant Hamilton to give him 
permission to go off duty and meet a young 
man who was coming in from Nelson, Ga. 
The suspension caused considerable talk 
around police headquarters, as Barrett has 
never been complained of before, and was 
regarded as a rising oflicer. 

The suspension was still being talked 
about in police circles when the shooting 
occurred yesterday afternoon. 

Barrett was not on duty yesterday, and 
about 3:30 o’clock he came up town and 
stopped at the corner of Broad and Mar?ttta 
streets. He engaged in conversation with 
R. G. Thomason, the car starter for the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company. 

While the two were talking, Lacewell 
came up and spoke to them. He knew 
Thomason from former association with 
him, while in the employ of the Consoli- 
dated, and stopped to talk over with him 
the prospects of getting back on the line. 

Barrett reverted to the story Lacewell 
had told Chief Connolly, and some words 
passed between the two men. The shooting 
followed the conversation. Themason, who 
heard and saw all that passed between the 
two men, tells this story of the quarrel 
and the shooting: 

“I was standing on the sidewalk just 
opposite the little fruit stand in the little 
narrow “Sell building, talking to Barrett, 
when Lacewell came up. He spoke to both 
of us, and Barrett said to him: ‘Lacewell, 
what did you tell Chief Connolly such a 
story for? I have always been your friend, 
and it would haye been bad enough to tell 
such a thing if it was true, but it’s not 
true.’ Lacewell said he stood by what he 
said, and Barrett told him that he would 
prove that what he had reported to the 
chief was not true. They had a few words 
on that line, and Barrett said: ‘The shape 
I’m in now, I can’t do anything, but after 
it’s all settled, I'll see you.’ Lacewell made 
no reply, but turned and walked off. Bar- 
rett and I kept talking. About ten minutes 
afterwards, Lacewell came back around the 
corner. Without saying a word, he began 
shooting. 

“He was close upon us when he com- 
menced firing, and the powder burned 
my face. Barrett stood for a moment, and 
then threw his hand to his right hip- 
pocket. He backed slowly along the side- 
walk until Lacewell -had fired five times. 

“It seemed that Barrett could not get 
his pistol out, but about the time Lacewell 
emptied his pistol he got his out. “Lacewell 
turned and ran across the street obliquely, 
as if he were going down to Jacobs’s old 
corner. When he was nearly to the oppo- 
site sidewalk Policeman Burks caught him. 

“Barrett followed with his pistol in his 
hand. I thought he was going to shoot, 
but he stopped in the middle of the street, 
and a couple of men led him off to a phy- 
sician.”’ 

Officer Burks was between the artesian 
well and the corner of Broad and Marietta 
street. He heard the rapid firing, and a 
half minute later saw Lacewell run into 
the street. He ran out and caught him. 
Lacewell offered no resistance, but was 
earried to the signal box without any 
trouble. 

Barrett was carried to the office af Dr. 
J. A. Childs, over Tyner’s drug store. He 
was bieeding prefusely from the mouth, 
and a perfect trail of blood was left upon 
the sidewalk over which he walked. It 
was found that but one ball had struck 
him, and it had entered almost in the very 
center of the chin, went through the mouth 
and lodged on the right side of the neck. 
It shattered his right jawbone to pieces. 
While in Dr. Childs’s office he bled copious- 
ly at the mouth, but could not speak. The 
wound was an extremely painful one, but 
Barrett bore the pain without flinching. 
After about two hours he was carried home 
in the hospital ambulance. The physicians 
do not regard his injuries as necessarily 
fatal, but inflammation might set in. 

Lacewell was extremely cool when ar- 
rested, and did not once lose control of his 
nerve. He talked about the shooting the 
moment he got to police headquarters. 

“I did it to save my life,” he said. “Since 
I made that to Chief Cennolly that 
caused Barrett to be suspended, as many 
as twenty-five policemen have told me 


me or cut me to death. I went and got 
a pistol and prepared to defend myself. 

This afternoon I went to see Mr. Hurt 
about getting back my old job on the line, 
and after I left there I went up to the 
corner of Broad and Marietta streets, where 
there is always a lot of street car men 
hanging around. I saw Starter Thomason, 
and walked over and spoke to him. I did 
not see that Barrett was talking with him 
until I got up to him, or I would not have 
gone. But, as it was, I spoke to Barrett, 
and he would not speak to me. ‘John, 
what did you tell all them Ifies about me 
for?’ he asked. I told him I hadn't told 
any lie, and he had better be careful who 
he called a liar. He said he would prove 
that I had told lies. He said that he would 
do me for it, and that he didn’t care for 
the job. He put his hand back as if he 
was going to pull out his pistol. He would 
not look at me, though I tried to get his 
eye. I was afraid to walk away from 
there for fear he would shoot me. I] walked 
around in front of him and pulled my 
pistol and began shooting. I shot four or 
five times and then ran. I didn’t know 
whether I had killed Barrett or not. I 
intended to go to police headquarters and 
give myself up.” 

Lacewell had, in addition to his pistol, a 
pair of brass knucks in his pocket. He is 
from Charlestown, Tenn., and has been in 
Atlanta two years. He was in the employ 
of Patrolman Barrett for quite a while, 
and was afterwards a motorman. Barrett 
secured him his pisotion with Mr. Kar- 
wisch. 

The wounded man, through his brother, 
Sent in the following statement to The 
Constitution: 

“I never dreamed of anybody shooting 
at me until I was hit, and it staggered 
me. I thought somebody was ‘shooting at 
some one else, and I was dazed, and looked 
around and saw it was Lacewell shooting 
at me, and then I tried to get my pistol, 
when he ran, and I would not shoot at 
him for fear I would hit some one else, 
but ran after him, when he jumped behind 
Officer Burks.

Richmond, Va., June 14.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Randolph Harrison, a member of the 
distinguished Virginia family of that name, 
and cousin of ex-President Benjamin Harri- 
son, died today at Williamsburg, Va., aged 
sixty-three years. Colonel Harrison was 
a son of Randolph Harrison, of Elk Hill, 
who married Miss Wells, of Kentucky, and 
was recognized as perhaps the handsomest 
officer in the confederate service. He com- 
manded the Forty-sixth Virginia regiment 
and spent 1863 fighting in South Carolina.

Republicans, Populists and Prohibi- 
tionists Are Hand in Glove, 
Nashville; Tenn., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
republican state convention met here today 
and, as was expected, endorsed the one man 
nominated by the populists for supreme 
judge and named four other candidates who 
will, in turn be supported by the populists. 
The attendance was small and the proceed- 
ings unusually harmonious. As it seems 
likely that the prohibitionists will also en- 
dorse this combination ticket, there will be 
a united fight of all parties against the dem- 

ocratic ticket. 

Ex-District Attorney Ruhn, of Davidson, 
was temporary chairman, and H. C. Jarvis, 
of Hameglen, permanent chairman. ‘The 
platform, which is very brief, was adopted 
without opposition. It is as follows: 

“The republican party believes tn a free 
and unembarrassed baiuot to every man en- 
titled to vote in the state, and an honest 
certification of that vote. It believes that 
the corrupt ballot is endangering the per- 
petuity of our free institutions and if con- 
tinued will ultimately result in the destruc- 
tion of our government, 

It believes that more important than the 
dispatch of business by the supreme court is 
a patient investigation of every litigated 
case after full argument by counsel. If this 
cannot be done without permitting the ac- 
cumulation of cases on the docket and con- 
sequent delay in the administration of jus- 
tice, a remedy should be provided by appro- 
priate legisiation. No political considera- 
tion or party policy should enter into the de- 
liberations ot our court of last resort. Confi- 
dence in the judiciary as the final tribunal 
wherein all laws are tested by the constitu- 
tion and the rights and liberties and pfivi- 
1eges of the citizens are protected, is indis- 
pensable to stable, peaceful government un- 
der the forms and sanction of laws.

CHICAGO, June 14.—The decline in wheat 
today was mostly due to unloading on the 
part of the holders, Many took advantage 
of the early advance to dispose of their 
lines, believing that a reaction wiuld be 
in order, after early buying had been sat- 
isfied.

Of the _ 7,000,000 
bushels now in store the mills will use at 
their present rate of consumption over 
3,000,000 busheis, and, as the shipments ap- 
proximate about 2,000,000 per month, the 
supply is more than likely to be exhausted 
before the new crop begins to move.

qith a hundred hearty shouts the boys of 
the Fifth regiment of Georgia volunteers 
came to town yesterday from Camp Nor- 
then. 

They came on @ special train of ten 
care and were met at the carshed by hun- 
@reds of their friends and comrades who 
gid not join the reziment in the camp. 

It was an inspiring sight to see them 
tumble out of the cars all clad in their 
reguiar campaign uniforms of gray jeans, 
pig sombrero hats, huge Knapsacks and 
red blankets on their backs and covered 
deep with red dust from the hilltops of 
Griffin. 

They fairly fell out of the cars and 

icked themselves up like regulars step- 
ping with steady tread into line around 
the earshed according to orders of their 
captains. 

The Machine Gun platoon, commanded

The Atlanta Rifles, under command of 
Captain Joe Nash, tramped out of the car- 
ghed with their accustomed quick and even 
tread and formed a line, double rank, just 
behind the band. 

Captain Nash turned the company over to 
Lieutenant Billie Richardsog, who took 
charge and gave them “place rest.” 

Next came the Marietta Rifles, one of the 
best all round companies of the regiment, 
although the youngest.. This company has 
had a remarkable record at Griffin. They 
went into camp the youngest company, 
perhaps, in the state, and yet the first day 
they were honored by having both orderly 
appointments. Under the command of Cap- 

tain Will Anderson, one of the brightest 

98 young men in Georgia, and Lieutenant 

John Boston, a brilliant young lawyer of 
98 Marietta, the company has won golden 
48 opinions on all sides and everybody shouts 

their praise when they march down the 
orders promptly street. 

The next company to take its place in 
line was the gallant Capital City Guard, 
one of the most thoroughly drilled cam- 
panies in camp at Griffin this year. Under 
the guidance of Captain Hewitt, the boys 
of the Guard have made a brilliant record 
this year, to be sure. Captain Hewitt went 
to Griffin with them and setaid there all 
the while, not leaving his men a moment 
all the ten days they were in camp. His 
men are very fond of him and he is 
known to beone of the livest and best 
captains among the Atlanta military.

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ST PHILIP'S SELECTED 


It Furnishes the Site for the New 
Cathedral. : 


ST. LUKE'S REMAINS UNALTERED, 


When Decathedralized t*e Preceeds Will 
Go to the New Cathecral- There 1s Har- 
mony Between Ali Intereste.t. 


Final action has Lee: taken In the matter 
of building a cathedra! in Atluuta, and at 
a meeting of the general chapcer, held in 
this city during the past week, it was 
agreed to use the property of St. Philip's 
parish. 

This promotes the church into the full 
dignity and rank of the cathedral, and the 
rector, by reason of the change, becomes 
the dean of the new cathedral. It was 
the sense of the meeting that only one 
cathedral be recognized or adopted, and 
as many self-supporting churches as might 
be organized. 

In the designation of St. Philip’s church, 
as the new cathedral, and the selection of 
its property for the proposed building, the 
separate claim of St. Luke’s cathedral to 
that distinction, is not impaired, at least 
for the present. It will continue as a ca- 
thedral until the bishop formally declares 
it a church, by which act it will be de- 
cathedralized. 

The property on which the building ts 
Situated, on the corner of Pryor and Hous- 
ton streets, is so entailed that it can only 
be used for cathedral purposes. If the 
property is sold, as it will be in all proba- 
bility, the proceeds will be applied to the 
building of the new cathedral on St. Philip’s 
property. 

The members of the parish will then have 
to go down into their pockets and raise 
enough money for building a new church. 
This they are willing to do, and a large 
proportion of the membership are anxious 
for the church to be decathedralized. This 
will inake it independent, to a large extent, 
and for many reasons is much to be pre- 
ferred, 

In the change which has thus taken place 
there is absolute harmony, and no factions 
of any kind have been created. It is simply 
in accordance with a plan agreed upon 
several months ago and ratified into a law 
by the recent diocesan convention. 

On the 9th of last January, a meeting was 
held which contained the germ of the 
whole measure. It was’ the meeting of a 
joint committee ftom St. Luke's cathedral 
and St. Philip’s parish, composed of Messrs. 
L. L. McClesky and J. W. Russy, from St. 
Philip's, and EF. M. Scott, Burton Smith and 
C. A. Read, from St. Luke’s. The meetiffg 
was held at the residence of Bishop Nelson. 

At this meeting a resolution was intro- 
duced which declared it the sense of the 
committee, representing both congregations, 
that the proper location for the cathedral 
was the lot known as 8t. Philip’s lot, on 
Washington street. The meeting also de- 
clared itself in favor of one cathedral 
parish, with as many self-supporting con- 
gregations as the city could supply, each 
congregation to call its own clergyman, 
subject to the approval of the bishop; to 
administer its own finances; to elect repre- 
sentatives to the convention, and to have 
a board of officers appointed by the bishop 
annually. It was still further suggested 
that each self-supporting church in the 
city of Atlanta have both a clerical and 
a lay representative on the general chapter 
of the cathedral. 

This resolution was taken to the diocesan 
convention, which met at Griffin, Ga., a few 
weeks ago, and was substantially ratified. 
This was the law under which the general 
chapter of the cathedral met in Ailanta 
this week and selected the property of 
St. Philip’s parish. On this property in the 
near future a magnificent cathedral will 
be erected. 

It is likely that the property of St. Luke's 
cathedral will be sold and a new lot vur- 
chased. The cathedral was first orran’zed 
as a church on the 21st of June, 1870, under 
the authority of Bishop Beckwith. It was 
known as St. Stephen’s church of Atlanta. 
Rev. Joseph Cross was the first rector. 

The name of the church was changed to 
that of St. Luke’s on the 8th of January, 
1872. It was then located on the corner 
of Walton and Spring streets, and occu- 
pied a neat, brick building. When the 
change of location was made to the pr«s- 
ent site it was made a cathedral, and as 
such it has since been recognized. It is 
governed by a board of curuturs appointed 
by the bishop. 


The Weather. 

Hot, eweltering weather still continues 
to envelop the extire country, and from the 
observations made by the weather bureau 
last night the prospects of any immediate 
relief from the present drought and hot 
weather were not very promising. In At- 
lanta the maximum temperature yesterday 
was 90 degrees, which was 5 degrees cooler 
than Wednesday. The hottest section of 
the country was in the central portion of 
the Mississippi valley, where maximum 
temperatures of 9% degrees were reported. 
Rain fell during yesterday in Texas, Pales- 
tine, Tex., reporting over 1 inch of rain- 
fallin twelve hours. Elsewhere the weath- 
er was perfectly dry, with the exception of 
a few scattered thunder showers in Geor- 
g.a, Alabama, South Carolina, Nebraska 
and South Dakota.

The Work of ttre Missionaries inthe For- 
eign Fields Discussed—S-+vera) Inter- 
esting Addresses Delivered. 


Instead of adjourning last night, as ar- 
ranged in the schedule of meetings, the 
woman’s board of missions will hold its 
final session in the lecture room of Trin- 
ity church this morning.
